Parcel Post Rates Advance 


Following New Schedule Has Gone 
Into Force, 

An increase amounting to one cent 
on every pound after the first pound 
in the parcel post rates in Saskatche- 
wan, has gone into force. The new 
schedule of rates are effective now. 

Rates on any parcel addressed to 
any post office within 20 miles of the 
point of mailing, will be as follows: 
1 Ib., 5c; 2 Ibs., 6c; 3 Ibs., 7c; 4 Ibs., 8c; 
5 Ibs., 10c; 6 Ibs. 12c; 7 Ibs. 14c; 
8 Ibs., 16c; 9 Ibs., 18c; 10 Ibs., 20c; 11 
22c. This rate also obtains in 
cases where thé 20-mile area extends 
into an adjacent province.
